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One of the most important new models from Kawasaki this year is the 250cc single cylinder F-11 The other new model in Kawasaki's line-up is another 250. This one is the three-cylinder S-1 road 
enduro. The big change from previous Kawasaki dirt bikes is the piston port induction instead of machine and is the first mass-produced multi of less than 350cc. Ít ís basically the same as last 
rotary valve intake.

The rumors have been flying about 
for several years. A Kawaski four-stroke 
of monstrous displacement was being 
developed. At first there were two 
configurations that kept running 
through the rumor mill. Both were four 
cylinder dual overhead cam four 
strokes. One was an in line 
configuration of about 1000cc’s and the 
other was a V-4 displacing about 1300cc 
with the banks being arranged 
somewhat like the Ducati 750. 

The one that arrived first is the 
former and the displacement of the 
production version. is 903cc. It does 
have. the DOHC in line four which is a 
first for the industry. Honda has 
produced both the four cylinder and 
DOHC features on their production 
bikes but they have never combined 
them. The Z-1l, as the machine is 
designated, produces a claimed 82 bhp 
at 8500 RPM. The carbs are smallish 
looking Mikunis patterned after the 
Keihins found on the Honda 350 four 
and 250 single. 

Transmission is a five-speed, and there 
is an electric starter. There is no dipstick 
on the filler for the wet sump 
lubrication system. Instead, the right 
case has a small round window that has 
marks indicating where the oil level 
should be. Even the lazy rider can check 
his oil without any hassle. 

Although the few machines that are 
in the country are in great demand, we 
were allowed to spend an afternoon 
with one of the pre-production versions 
in order to muster our impressions. Our 
first impression was that it is. a big 
machine. The wheelbase is 58 inches 
long, and weight is claimed to be 506 
pounds, The size isn’t reflected in seat 
height, however. The operator’s portion 
of the seat is lowered so that even 
smaller staffers could reach the ground. 
However, the slope of the seat tended to 
cause a pillion passenger to slide 
forward under braking. 

Kawasaki engineers have done their 
usual detailing. That seat back (which 
inspired some debate about styling) 
incorporates a drawer that may be used 
for tools and there is another storage 
area under the seat, too. There are all 
the usual lights on the instrument panel: 
neutral, flasher, high beam, and oil 
pressure. The oil system features a large

cooler which is mounted under the 
front of the gas tank and looks very 
efficient. The side reflectors required by 
Big Brother Sam are mounted on the 
suspension in both the front and rear. 
Alright, enough of the preliminaries. 
What is it like to ride? Well, it is fast. Is 
it the fastest? Maybe. The strongest 
machine going these days is the Kawaski 
750, and seat of the pants impressions 
make the 900 seem just about equal. 
Kawasaki claims a higher top speed for 
the Z-1, however. So up there around 
the 9000 rpm redline it may be traveling 
at a greater velocity in top gear than the 
750. Acceleration seems to be very even 
between the two, however. This means 
that you can expect quarters in the 12’s

The braking of the Z-1 is good. A 
four stroke has a higher center of 
gravity than a two stroke, and therefore 
the weight transfer is greater under 
braking. In a hard braking situation the 
rear wheel locks up easily while the 3.25 
X 19 front tire takes a lot of pressure to 
lock, 

Low speed handling is very light and 
pleasant. At high speed the machine 
goes right where you want it, although 
there is a distinct wobble-wish in hard 
cornering at high speed. There was no 
steering damper and the new H-1 
“wobble pump” would probably cure 
the wiggle if it exists in the final 


production version.

There was no vibration to fatigue you 
and cornering didn’t require a lot of 
muscle. Ground clearance was adequate 
at least. 

It looks like the Z-1 is going to be a 
very good motorcycle. Reliability has 
been tested very thoroughly. Thousands 
of hours have been put on them at 
Talladega, Ontario, and other race 
courses and highways getting to and 
from them, One machine had a Honda 
decal slapped on it and went back and 
forth across the country without 


comment. They have a lot of testing 
miles on them, 

They will be available by the end of 
the year it is hoped and look for a CN 
test before then.

CHECKLIST 

After several frustrating trips and 
consultations with DMV personnel I feel 
obligated to those bikers that are about 
to obtain or are going to obtain in the 
near future their “off road sticker” 
from the state of California to follow 
the check list below: 

If your bike has been licensed at 
some. time or another BRING THE 
PLATE to the DMV. 

Make sure you bring both Pink and 
White slips. 

If you buy a used dirt bike make sure 
the previous owner fills out and signs a 
Certificate of non-operation (DMV form 
Reg. 102). 

If you buy a used bike don’t throw 
the “signed” pink slip in the tool box! 
You will have to pay $6 penalty when 
you finally do register it. 

If the bike has had a plate bring it 
along, If you have lost it you will have 
to fill out a form at DMV. 

If you dads have registered the bikes 
in your kid’s name be sure to have him 
along to sign the form at DMV. 

If your bike has been a dirt bike all 
the time you have owned it, you too 


must fill out a form Reg. 102. 
(Certificate of mnon-operation on 
streets.) 


Note: this form will also be required 
to sign in the future that you have not 
used the bike OFF the road either! 
(Your bike in the garage for a year or 
what ever after July 31, 1972.) 

If your bike is financed it will 
required a second trip as the forms at 
DMV have to be signed by the financial 
institute or legal owner. 

On Mini-bikes especially the home 
made lawn mower motor types you 
must have bill of sales on all parts of the 
bike with you. Any mini-bikes under 


- $500 (most are anyway) you will have 


to sign a “Statement of Fact” regarding 
ownerships. 

Like any licensing operation the 
personnel can only go by the “rules” 
they have in front of them, they are 
human also, so in the eyent of some 
problems be polite and ask for the 
Supervisor- who usually can straighten 
out most problems. 

You can avoid the “second” or the 
“damn third trip” by mailing the plate 
and papers back, after all 24 cents in 
stamps is cheaper than two hours lost 
work time, and travel time. 

P.S. AAA members, AAA cannot do 
“offroad” licensing yet! 

P.P.S. If you just bought a used bike 
(dirt) they will ask you how you got’it 
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from the buyers place to your place.

For over a year and a half, I 
campaigned. one of those incredibly 
heavy and evil handling DT-1's in 
everything from TT Scrambles to desert 
races.

MID-OHIO MX PARK, Sept. 6, 1972 — 
Rupp Manufacturing Co., maker of 
sport vehicles, has now entered the field 
of real, grown-up motorcycles with the 
new Rupp 125cc motocross bike. A 
prototype 125 was unveiled to the 
public at Mid-Ohio Moto-X Park, on 
Sunday, Sept. 3rd. This new bike will go 
into production in December of this 
year at the Mansfield, Ohio plant and be 
available for the 1973 racing season. 

The performance of this bright red 
beauty during the motocross at 
Mid-Ohio was outstanding. A drizzle 
during the day kept the track sticky but 
when the 125 class took off from the 
starting gate, this mew Rupp was 
number one around the first turn. 

For power, the Rupp-Rider aboard 
had plenty as he blew off the Pentons 
and Huskys during the ten minute moto 
and crossed the finish line first. 

In the second moto the story was the 
same with the Rupp bike running away 
from the field of other riders. This bike 
definitely out-powered and out-handled 
the other forty-seven bikes in the class. 

The Rupp bike has a fifty-five inch 
wheel base, a Sachs “B” engine 
developing 20-24 HP weighs only 189 
Ibs. wet!

said it did. After my normal three 
minute break-in period, I twisted the 
wick to see just how fast the sucker was. 
What a let-down, the engine coughed, 
sputtered, made other assorted bad 
noises and died. After wiping the tears 
from my eyes, I pulled the plug cap and 
discovered a NGK YES lurking below. It 
just so happened that I had an 8ES in 
my pocket which transformed a very 
loaded-up motorcycle into the really 
fast 250 that it is. 

Yamaha put some nifty looking 
two-spring shocks on the machine which 
put me on my head im short order. 
These units on my bike were somewhat 
lacking in damping. I replaced them 
with inch shorter Konis and 80 Ib. 
Bultaco PurSang springs. Now, I only 
weigh 150 Ibs. and these springs might 
be too soft for heavier riders. 

The front forks seem to be right on. 
This made the Yamaha one of the better 
handling 250’s that I’ve ridden, and 
comparing it to the DT-1 would be like 
comparing night and day. The only 
thing two bikes have in common is the 
name. 

Before I bought the bike, I read and 
was told that I would soon be replacing 
the soft alloy rims. I’ve had the machine 
now for five months and they are both 
still fairly round. The only problem I 
had with wheels was that the spokes 
kept coming loose, especially the rear, 
but safety wiring the spokes where they 
crossed solved that problem. 

After eight races, the piston and ring 
were worn out. Being that I don’t have 


z

endless funds for replacing such items, I 
did a little sleuthing around and found 
that Yamaha’s neat new fuzzy foam air 
cleaner element wasn’t snagging all the 
engine bound grit. So, I went out and 
bought a good ol’ Filtron and put my 
mind at ease. 

I figure that two rings are better than 
one-especially if one is a Dykes type. It 
just so happens that the DT-2 Enduro 
piston has these features. It also 
happens that all the holes in the piston 
are nearly the same as in the MX piston, 
so I installed one in my bike. It seems to 
have a little more low end and still pulls 
just as strong on the pipe, plus it’s just 
got to last longer. 

Talking about the pipe, I’ve been 
told that I should remove that 55 gal. 
drum that Yamaha calls a silencer and 
install a smaller one in it’s place, they 
shorten the stinger the length of the 
silencer. But the stock device does such 
a neat job of removing the bark from 
the exaust and the bike still goes a lot 
faster than I do, so I left it alone. 

Yamaha uses a cam affair in the 
secondary chain case on the engine to 
push the clutch actuation rod in and out 
thus engaging and disengaging the 
clutch. Well, I found that if one doesn’t 
keep the area around the counter shaft 
sprocket clean, this little cam will get 
dirty and freeze up. If this happens, all 
clutch control will come to a quick end. 
So, whenever I wash the bike, I spray 
out that area, this seems to have ended 
the problem. 

Arizona has to have the rockiest 
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of the secret testing grounds near Secret, Ohio by one of the CN agents. | 
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motocross courses in the world. In one 
race, I picked up a good sized stone in 
one of the fork tubes (lower), leaving a 
frightening large nick. Said nick didn’t 
affect the operating of the forks, but to 
stop future happenings of this type, I 
made some lower tube guards out of 
Ozite carpet tiles like on the trick 
European factory bikes, (Neat). 

Ever since I began racing, I’ve had 
the bad habit of doing the Yogi Bear 
Stomp (Sorry about that.) on the shift 
lever. Like any motorcycle, the Yamaha 
DT-2 will only take so much of this 
before it breaks. It did. Luckly it was 
just one gear (second) and the parts are 
cHeap, so this wasn’t as bad as it 
could’ve been. 

The only other changes I made were: 
One — I removed the oil injection 
because I’d rather do it myself (Mix the 
gas and oil that is). Two — I put Magura 
levers on the scooter only because I had 
them, although the stock levers are 
really first rate. And third, I installed a 
set of Metzeller tires because I’ve had 
good luck with them in the past. Like 
the levers, this change was merely 
shaping the bike to personal taste and 
not really necessary. 

After owning the motorcycle for a 
little over five months, I still dig it as 
much as I did the first day I got it. I feel 
that I made a wise investment in buying 
an Econo-crosser. 

The Yamaha DT-2 MX is not really 
race-ready out of the crate, but with a 
few minor changes, it can become a 
machine that is capable of competing 
with Europe’s best.

Those familiar with the square barrel 
Maico found it to be the ultimate in 
out-of-the-crate competition machines. 
No other stock motorcycle could begin 
to touch it with respect to handling and 
few could match its power. 

It had some minor problems, but 
Maico riders were willing to overlook 
them as this was a motorcycle that 
made Experts out of Intermediates. 
Novices began to look like they were 
born on a motorcycle. The terrific thing 
about it was that nothing had to be 
done to make it competitive. After a 
tank of gas to break it in and inspection 
for loose nuts and bolts, it was ready to 
take on the best. This was one of the 
finest motocross bikes offered to the 
public. 

1972 and a new 400cc Maico is 
offered. This one has a radial sunburst 
head. As a result, after a casual 
inspection, most observers concluded

that besides the trick head this machine 
had hardly any innovations worth 
mentioning. Not so. The 1972 
radial-finned head 400cc Maico is an 
entirely new product. 

The sunburst head provides much 
more cooling area. It also provides easier 
access to the two spark plugs provided. 
The primary plug sits vertically while 
the back-up plug is angled to bring its 
spark as close to the center of the 
cylinder dome as possible. 

The internals of the motor have been 
altered. The addition of two additional 
transfer ports and increasing the open 
area of both the intake and exhaust 


` ports has resulted in a broadened power 


band and a boost of about five 
horsepower to a claimed 41. The 
additional power is most noticeable as 
increased lower end and greater 
smoothness in transitioning from off to 
on the pipe, then into the mid-range. 
This is about what the additional 
transfer ports should do in theory, and 
it seems to actually. work that way in 
the dirty old world of reality.

The complete Maico. Forks are among the most unconventional on stock motocrossers with 


external springs, fork boots, axle below the end of the forks. But they work OK. 


The bottom end is changed to 
include beefier parts. The old two row 
primary chain has been replaced by a 
new three row chain that promises to 
cut down greatly on chain breakage. 
Clutch bushings have been replaced with 
bearings to insure a more true running 
of the primary chain. Clutch drag has 
been eliminated. Lever pressure is also 
smoother and lighter 

The rake at the steering head has 
been increased a few degrees to provide 
more high speed stability. This, and 
othe frame modifications have increased 
the wheelbase 2 inches to 56 inches 
overall. The engine has remained in the 
same location. Overall effect of the 
frame modifications is a machine that 
handles well at 65 MPH plus, slides well 
at all speeds, smoothes out the meanest 
of whoop-de-doos, and generally gets 
more power to the ground that its more 
powerful competitiors. This frame is 
nearly identical in appearance and 
geometry to last year’s ‘‘works” 
machines ridden by Jonsson, Bauer, and 
Weil

The front end is entirely new with 
spokes .011” larger in diameter than last 
year. The forks have been modified to 
provide a more constant damping. The 
front hub is now a trick alloy conical 
job. It was claimed to have better 
braking efficiency, and we found this 
machine easier to stop than expected, 
but not the ultimate. It’s an 
improvement over Maico front brakes of 
yore. 

There is also a visually impressive 
conical hub that holds the rear brake. In 
fact, though Maico doesn’t make any 
particular claims about it or label the 
bike as such, the 1972 400 is very close 
to a factory replica. The factory riders 
had different tanks and used titanium 
axles, handlebars and_the like. That, 
frankly, is about the only change. Last 
year’s ‘‘works’’ machines ` have 
determined, if not being copied in every 
detail, the configuration and 
performance of this year’s production 
bikes. Comparison with photos of Ake 
Jonsson’s machine in last year’s 
Trans-AMA will confirm the striking

similarity. 

The down pipe is a work of art. It is 
expected that this seamless wonder will 
not develop `the fatigue cracks 
associated with the less expensive 
methods of manufacturing. This year 
Skyway silencers are fitted before sale 
to fight noise pollution. The noise level 
appears to be within the 92 db level and 
no power loss was detected. 

The rear brake is made of the same 
materials that the unbreakable Magura 
levers are fabricated from. The simple 
one piece construction appears to be as 
light as the steel lever it replaces, but 
this one looks like it will last forever. 

The standard starting valve makes 
kicking the 400 over easy. Situated low 
in the barrel, it cannot be used as a 
compression release. 

More foam has been added to the 
seat, máking it almost possible to sit 
down over rough stuff. It is much more 
comfortable than ever before. 

As with last year, Magura controls 
and grips, Metzeler tires and 36mm Bing 
carburetion are provided as standard. I 
could find no fault with any of these, 
but some say that the rubber Magura 
grips are too hard, causing blisters. 
Whatever. 

The Girling shocks needed no 
adjustment or replacement, No matter 
what was demanded of them, they never 
bottomed or hopped. They made it 
possible to have full ‘control of the 
machine under the most severe 
conditions.’ 

One bad note. The Germans still have 
to learn how to manufacture quality 
fiberglass tanks. The one we had was a 
leaker. It is possible that an adjacent 
bolt was over-tightened to cause unusual 
stress, but there is a history of 
problems. The quality of the rest of the 
*glass was mixed. Some similar places 
looked good; some didn’t. 

The comment of all testers was 
unanimous. The finest stock machine 
they have ridden. The power to weight 
ratio makes this machine a natural for 
motocross and TT. It is capable of 
outracing a 650 Triumph in a drag, and 
is equalled only by trick prototype and 
custom frames in handling. 

None of the testers had any trouble 
with the handling and most of us rode 
over our heads. Whenever we got into 
trouble, it got us out. None of us 
crashed once. It got to the point that we 
tried to get out of shape to see what it 
would do. Results were not surprising. 

The Maico’s superb frame geometry 
and engine power characteristics pulled 
us through. Speaking of power 
characteristics, this power band seemed 
to be the widest of any tested. There 
was plenty of power to about 4,000 
RPM, then it came on the pipe very 
predictably. 

Subsequent to the initial test period, 
the carburetor started falling off, and 
kept coming off. The Bing is 
rubber-mounted at both ends and it was 
finally determined that there wasn’t 
enough ducting at the air cleaner end to 
allow the hose clamps to get good 
purchase on the intake manifold at the 
barrel end. A little longer piece of hose 
might well have prevented this 
aggravation. A plug lead also pulled out 
coming off the Lions’ jump but the CN 
duct tape and vise grips repair crew soon 
had the Maisch Bros. finest back in 
working order. 

The very complete Maico Shop 
- Manual provides a list of items that have 
to be checked and the frequency that 


they must be checked. You really have 
to do the regular maintenance. After 
break-in, we changed the transmission 
oil, fork oil, cleaned the air cleaner (The 
stock one had been replaced by a 
Filtron.) and then went over each nut, 
bolt and spoke. There was not one loose

At last the Bureau of Land Management 
has come up with final instructions and the 
appropriate forms for off-road usage of public 
lands. The outlined material below is the 
instructions to public officials for the 
administration of BLM lands and for the use 
of the appropriate forms, which follow in the 
text. One can’t-help but run aground when 
reading the insurance regulations, but come to 
your own conclusions and do something 
about it! This is not the draft. 


All off-road vehicle events where 

more than 25 vehicles compete on a 

defined course require a special land 

use permit and are subject to the 
following. procedures beginning 

September 18, 1972 

INSTRUCTION 

- MEMORANDUM NO. 

04-72-18- 

I. District Actions and Guidelines 

A. Inform user groups of new 
procedures. To help explain fees, 
which will be deposited in a 
special account as set forth in I.M. 
72-307, you may refer to Public 
Law 92-347 for detailed 
regulations and authority. 

B.Use the current SLUP form 
(2920-1). Districts may issue their 
own special instructions to 
applicants regarding questions 1-8 
on Form 2920-1. Give each 
applicant a sample completed 
permit to advise him of typical 
stipulations. Inform him of BLM 
staff member with whom he will 
be dealing. 

C. (Optional) Hold publicized 
pre-season meetings to allow user 
groups to reserve traditional dates 
and areas or, as an alternative, you 
may allow “first come” 
reservations not less than 80 days 
or more than 8 months in advance 
of the event. 

D. Rejection of applications may be 
considered, for instance, because 
of 
1. Incomplete information. 

2. Conflicts with exisiting 
authorized use. 

3. Unacceptable, significant 
damages to natural cultural or 
aesthetic values. 


E. At your discretion, notify local 
law enforcement offices when 
permits are issued. It is the 
permittee’s responsibility. (Item 
7, Appendix 2). 

F. Consider contacting other 
involved agencies, though that 
burden also rests with the 
permittee. 

G. On-site inspections should be 
made before events to be sure all 
pre-event conditions are met. 

H. Inspection for compliance with 
permit stipulations should be 
made while the event is in 
progress. 

I. .The permittee may be invited, but 
not required, to attend a post 
event inspection. 

J.Where events cross district 
boundaries, send the neighboring 
district a copy of applications. If 
mutually agreeable, one SLUP 
may be issued with each office 
supply its own special 
stipulations. 

K. When concrete information is 

received indicating events will be 
conducted without permit, where 
permits would normally be 
required, District Managers should 
get the name of the organizer, 
date of the activity, approximate 
number of persons expected, and 
location. This information should 
be forwarded to the Solictor’s 
Office with a request that the 
Solicitor obtain a temporary 
restraining order against the 
conduct of the activity. 
If it can be proven that an 
individual or organization has, in 
the past, conducted activities on 
the public lands without a permit 
it is possible to obtain a 
permanent injunction against this 
individual or organization, 
preventing him or it from 
conducting any activity on the 
public lands without a permit. 
Therefore, the past history of the 
relations between the individual 
or organization and BLM should 
also be supplied when a request 
for a temporary restraining order 
is made.

On July 12, President. Nixon signed 
into law PL920-347 permitting entrance 
fees only to the National Parks and the 
National Recreation Areas and forbids 
any of the other agencies to charge 
“admission” or “entrance” fees to lands 
administered by them, these other 
agencies must charge fees for the “use” 
of “specialized sites, facilities, 
equipment or services furnished at 
Federal expense.” They must charge the 
fees, and neither a Golden Eagle nor 
Golden Age pass does anything for you. 

This is where the sad litany begins: in 
California, for example, campsites, up 
to $4; picnic sites up to $1, per person 
fees for group camping, fees for boat 
launching areas, for lockers, for 
bathhouses, and a new one that the 
California Director for the BLM has 
apparently been selected to run up as a 
trial balloon: a daily fee for “special 
purpose vehicles.” 

What is a “special purpose vehicle”? 
How would we know? All we know is 
what Lewis Carrol had to say on this 
business of defining words. Perhaps you 
remember the following from “Through 
the Looking Glass”: 

“When I use a word,” Humpty 

Dumpty said, in a_ rather 

scornful tone, “it means just 

what I choose it to mean — 
neither more nor less.” 

“The question is,” said Alice, 

“whether you can make words 

mean so many different things.” 

“The question is,” said Humpty 

Dumpty, “which is to be master 

— that’s all.” 

So far, the Gal-State Director of the 
BLM (J. Russell Penny) hasn’t told 
anybody yet what a special purpose 
vehicle is. Well, not quite: he has told 
the motorcycle clubs that he plans to 
put them in his trial balloon first. But 
only if they are involved in 
“competitive events” and only if those 


involved more than 25 people and only 
if the event is run over a defined course. 
Apart from the fact that none of this is 
any sort of a definition for any sort of a 
vehicle, none of it, of course, is in the 
law. What it is, most certainly, is 
Humpty Dumpty at work. 

Our guess as we write this is that a 
lawsuit is on the horizon. We are 
inclined to think that it would be a 
good thing if the motorcyclists did get 
their back up and bring such a suit, 
because we have a hunch that the first 
thing you know, Humpty Dumpty is 
going to say that campers and trailers 
are “special purpose vehicles.” 

Then, just in case you don't also ride 
a motorcycle, you too can reach for 
your wallet to pay for the use of your 
land, regardless of the fact that the 
government may have done nothing to 
provide any special facilities only for 
which, as we read the law, is the 
government permitted to make a charge. 

Taxation without representation 
provoked our revolution, of course; 
taxation with representation has since 
become outrageous; now with this 
nonsense we are facing taxation without 
law, which is simply illegal. Wonder 
what that will lead to? 

Maybe — just maybe — this is the 
sort of thing that will convince all who 
participate in outdoor activities that 
they have a common interest — and now 
a common enemy. The 4WD’s, the dune 
buggies, the rockhounds, the camper 
clubs and everyone of the some 75 
different outdoor activities that are 
listed by CORL’s members — all have 
just as much to lose from Director 
Penny’s proposals as does any 
motorcycle group. Hanging together, if 
nothing else, ought to be at least as 


much fun as hanging separately.

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M. Collect fees within 10 days after 


the event. You may wish to 
establish accuracy of the reported 
gross receipts by requesting the 
promoter’s official records. 
Incidentally, the bond, or other 
security, must be large enough to 
cover anticipated fees and may be 
held until such fees are paid by 
the permittee. The minimum 
bond or security is $300.00. 


II. Applicant (Permittee) Actions 


A. Submit a complete application at 
least 80 days before the proposed 
event. The District Manager will 
reply within 20 days, giving notice 
of preliminary requirements 
(including evidence of permission 
of private landowners, bond, 
insurance, a list of law 
enforcement and other agencies 
notified, and other special 
conditions). Then, if a permit is 
granted, the District Manager will 
issue it within 10 days. Thus, 
from the time of application, 50 
days are required for processing 
before a permit can be issued. 
And the permit will be granted a 
minimum of 30 days before the 
event. 

B.Submit two copies of required 
maps with applications. BLM will 
return one copy to the applicant, 
after necessary changes, and will 
make copies to inform concerned 
parties. 


Ill. Appendices to Form 2920-1 


A. Inadequacies of the present SLUP 
form dictate the need for 
additional information from 
applicants as given in Appendix 1 
(attached). 

B. Item 15 (Special Conditions) on 
Form 2920-1 must include the 
stipulations in Appendix 2 
(attached). Examples of other 
stipulations that could be added 
are spark arresters, roll bars, 
safety harnesses, flags on vehicles, 
restricting traffic in intermittent 
stream beds, etc. 

C. After the event, the permittee 
must convey to the District 
Manager the requested items in 
Appendix 3 (attached). 


SPECIAL CONDITIONS 


(1) The permittee shall furnish a 


performance bond or other security 
or guarantee of performance deemed 
satisfactory by the District Manager 
(with exact amount and type of 
security set at the District Manager’s 
discretion, depending upon the size 
of the event, potential damages, and 
other factors) in the amount of $. 
Such bond or security must be made 
in favor of the United States and 
shall insure the faithful performance 
of all terms and conditions of the 
permit, including the payment of all 
fees required under this agreement. 


2) The ermittee shall indemnify, 
P 


defend, and hold harmless the United 
States and/or its agencies and 
representatives against and from any 
and all demands, claims, or liabilities 
of every nature whatsoever including 
but not limited to damages or 
property, injuries to or death of 
persons, arising directly or indirectly 
from, or in any way connected with, 
the permittee’s use and occupancy of 
the lands described in this permit or 
with the event authorized under this 
permit. 


(3) The permittee is required to 


maintain comprehensive liability 

insurance covering its operations 

under the permit in the following 
minimum amounts: 

(a) $100,000 for bodily injury to any 
one person and $300,000 for any 
one occurrence. 

(b) $10,000 for property damage for 
any one occurrence. 

(c) The permittee shall cause the 


United States to be named as an 
additional insured under this 
policy _ and shall submit a 
certificate from an insurer that 
such insurance has been obtained, 
is in force, and that the insurer 
will give the United States ten 
days prior to cancellation or 
modification of such insurance. 
(4) The. permittee agrees to assume 


responsibility for public safety and 

health during any phase of this event. 

This may, at the District Manager’s 

discretion, include any of the 

following requirements: 

(a) Monitors for spectator control. 

(b) Safety patrolmen on: the 
competitive course. 

c) Adequate sanitary facilities. 

d) Trash receptacles to handle 
expected need. 

(e) First aid, retrieval and evacuation 
facilities proportionate to the size 
of the event. 

(f) Ample communication ` facilities 
on site to coordinate the event 
safely and to cope with 
emergencies. 

(5) The permittee must pay the United 
States a recreation use fee of 10% of 
gross receipts of the event (income 
from the operation of the event 
before deducting costs such as prizes, 
taxes, insurance, etc.; and to include 
income from _ participant and 
spectator fees, food and beverage 
concessions, etc.); or $1.00 per rider 
event*, whichever is greater. This 
recreation use fee will be prorated on 
the percent of the course traversing 
public land. There is a $10.00 
minimum fee for all events. Fees are 
subject to regulations and authority 
set forth in Public Law 92-347. 

(6) The permittee must certify that 
permission has been obtained from 
all private landowners whose 
property is affected by the event’s 
route, access, pits, parking or any 
other action associated with the 
event. A list of the landowners 
contacted must be submitted to the 
District Manager. It is also the 
permittee’s responsibility to contact 
other agencies whose lands may be 
involved. 

(7) The permittee must notify local law 
enforcement and other public 
agencies involved, and submit to the 
District Manager a list of the contacts 
made. Include agency name, 
individual contacted, address and 
phone number. 

(8) The permittee assumes responsibility 
to confine participating vehicles to 
the marked course. 

(9) The permittee will take every 
reasonable precaution to- protect 
significant natural resource values, 
cultural or historic objects, aesthetic 
values, and any improvement on the 
public lands involved. Any 
government-owned structures, 
property, land, or resource harmed 
or damaged by the permittee, 
participants, or spectators associated 
with the permitted use shall be 
reconstructed, repaired, 
rehabilitated, and restored as may be 
required by BLM within 30 days 
after the event so that the condition 
thereof in the judgment of BLM is at 
least equal to the condition thereof 
immediately prior to such damage or 
destruction. Permittee further shall 
abate as soon as practicable, any 
condition existing which may cause 
harm or damage to any person, 
structure, property, land, stream, or 
wildlife. 

(10) The permittee is also responsible 
for litter clean-up and removal of 
route markers. Bond or security 
provided by the permittee will 
remain in force as long as necessary 
to insure compliance with all 
stipulations in this permit, including 
recreation use fees. 

(11) The permittee will distribute 
written instructions or will hold a 
pre-race briefing at the site to inform 
participants of routes, regulations, 
safety procedures and other 
necessary directives. 

(12) If the permittee does not attend 
the event himself, he will notify the 
District Manager of his substitute’s 
name and planned headquarters for 
the event. 

(13) The permittee will, within 10 days 
after the event, write to the District 
Manager and convey the information 
requested in Appendix 3.

Yes, it's a Greeves?

WOHLEN, SWITZ., Aug. 27, 1972 — 
Hakan Andersson, the Swedish Yamaha 
rider who has been going. faster and 
faster all season long, brought down the 


curtain on the 1972 250cc World 
Championship by winning the last 
Grand Prix of the year at Wohlen, 
Switzerland. 

Andersson suffered a broken wrist 
before the season began while testing 
the Grand Prix machines brought to 
Europe by Yamaha. The young Swede 
missed the first few G.P.s and he was 
not strong even by mid-season but 
Andersson finished the year with a bang 
winning the Swedish GP at Huskvarna 
and the Swiss GP here in Wohlen. 

Despite the fact that the GP was 
scheduled on the opening weekend of 
the Munich Olympics which was only 
two hours away, the crowd attending 
the final World Championship 
motocross race was one of the biggest of 
the year. 

Knowledgeable estimates pegged the 
figure at 40,000 yelling, cheering fans 
who blanketed the hillsides along the 
course. Bratwurst and beer stands 
looked like a mob scene from a 
Hollywood movie and the people were 
packed so thick it was almost 
impossible to move from one vantage 
point to the next. 

Hundreds of colorful signs and 
banners lined the course and the flags of 
all the represented nations were on 
display along the uphill starting straight. 

The track itself was fast and dusty. 
After the hay crop had been harvested 
the rolling stubblefield became a 
motocross track. Big soft berms of dirt 
and straw formed in the turns but they 
were loosely packed and the tires would 
cut through the berms if they were hit 
too hard or too high. One section of the 
course included an old gravel quarry and 
the lay-out crew took advantage of a 
sheer drop-off to add challenge and 
excitement. 

Going into the final Grand Prix, 
Andersson was in second place in the 
World Championship behind Suzuki 
factory rider Joel Robert who had won 
his sixth World Title in Russia back in 
June. 

But Joel’s Suzuki teammate Sylvain 
Geboers was third in the points race and 
he still had a mathematical chance to 
take over second place. ‘Hardluck” 
Geboers broke his ankle at the second 
Grand Prix of the season but he had 
made an amazing comback and earned 
enough points during the year to stay in 
the race. 

Only 200 yards from the starting 
gate at Wohlen, there was a multiple 
rider pile-up and when all the dazed 
riders, twisted motorcycles and haybales 
were picked up, Sylvain lay at the 
bottom of the pile, bloody and barely 
conscious. 

Geboers broke his arm, his shoulder

and broke his leg again although in a 
different place. His broken leg was 
reported to be quite serious but 
Sylvain’s fantastic Belgian doctor from 
his hometown of Mol has used yet 
another handful of hardware to bolt the 
shattered bones back together. 

After the first lap melee, Kalevi 
Vehkonen, the Finn contracted to 
Montesa, led the race for a few laps but 
he was overtaken and eventually 
dropped to fifth place. 

Pavel Roulev, one of the young 
Russians riding a shiny red KTM 250, 
led the middle laps but Joel came up 
from about fifth place and pressured the 
Russian for several laps beforè taking 
the lead with about four laps to go. Joel 
won the first heat although he had just 
spent two weeks in a plaster cast healing 
up the right knee that he twisted in 
practice for the Belgian GP. 

“I got a little tired in the first heat,” 
Joel said. “After two weeks in the cast 
it was another week before I even got to 
ride the bike so I was a little out of 
shape.” 

Rouley held on to his second spot 
and Hakan Andersson had come up to 
third. Andersson and Husky regular 
Arne Kring were racing closely as the 
checkered flag fell and Vehkonen 
garnered fifth. 

Torlief Hansen collided with 
Kawasaki test pilot Ole Petersson on the 
starting chute and Hansen’s Husky 
snapped some internal gearshift parts so 
his race was over before it began. CZ 
rider Otakar Toman was slightly injured 
in the same crash that claimed Geboers 
and his bike needed a lot of work. 
Miroslav Halm was running well when 
his rear wheel collapsed and his CZ 
teammate Jaroslav Falta caught some 
chingadurras in his eye so he dropped 
out also. 

Gunnar Lindstrom completed seven 
laps before he dropped out. Gunnar 
injured some ribs at the British Grand 
Prix so he wasn’t on top form. 

At first glance, the second race 
looked like a repeat of the first 40 
minute heat. Joel Robert was racing 
with one of the new KTM machines for 
the lead. But this time it was Guenady 
Moisseev, not Pavel Roulev, who was up 
front. Roulev was in the running, 
however, and when Robert dropped out 
with a vibration problem on his Suzuki 
the prospects looked good for the 
Austrian KTM firm and their red-shirted 
Russian riders. 

A motor mount bolt loosened up on 
Roulev’s bike and he was forced out of 
the race, so it was left up to Moisseev to 
carry on. 

The Russian strong man was charging 
around the track with the energy of a 
big jungle cat. But in the late stages of 
the race Hakan Andersson drew nearer 
and nearer. With five laps to go, the 
KTM and the Yamaha were only a few 
feet apart. Arne Kring was in third place 
followed by a relative newcomer to the

IRWINDALE, CAL., Sept. 7, 1972 — 
Bill Cody recorded an Irwindale 
Raceway first last Thursday evening by 
sweeping to victory in every race he 
entered. It was the first time in the 
short history of the San Gabriel Valley 
speedway track that a rider has so 
completely dominated the action. 

Cody moved through his scratch 
heat, semi (recording the win over Rick 
Woods and Larry Shaw) and then 
survived a first-turn squeeze to squirt 
ahead and run off with the Scratch Main 
event. Mike Bast, Scott Autrey and 
Larry Shaw circulated behind, never 
really threatening Cody. 

Taylor set the early pace in the 
Handicap Main but appeared to swing 
into the third corner a shade too hot or 
perhaps he grabbed a bit too much 
traction. Whatever the cause, Taylor 
careened into the infield, scattering 
infield workers left and right and, 
before he probably knew it, bounced 
back onto the track in front of the main 
event field. 

Cody was too close to avoid running 
up and over Taylor and endoed to a 
stop, the rest of the field threading 
through the mess. Cody made the 
restart as did the rest of the field but 
Taylor was excluded. Later in the pits, 


the personable Taylor was fuming over 
accusations that he deliberately rode 
back onto the track after sailing through 
the infield. 

Momentum appeared to be the 
culprit with Taylor apparently having 
no real choice but to slip back onto the 
track or lay his bike down on a 
particularly nasty section of asphalt 
infield area. 

The restarted race was all Cody 
although Mike Bast was able to move up 
to second, still several yards behind. 
Robin Nicolaides grabbed third with 
Jim Gresham and Danny Becker trailing. 
Becker dropping out late with 
mechanical woes. Nicolaides did a fine 
job in third considering he was also 
mixed up in the earlier collision with 
Taylor. 

The feature Match Race between 
Mike Konle and Ed Williams*was never 
in doubt with Konle taking the nod over 
a slightly hesitant Williams, probably 
still smarting from a broken collarbone 
still on the mend. 

Jan Ballard and his sparks-spitting 
skid shoe trounced the opposition in 
Second Division Main action. Jim

ATLANTA, GA., Sept. 10, 1972 
Candaian Dave Sehl returned to his 
home away from home and dominated 
the Atlanta Mile. Sehl, who hadn’t won 
a National this year, led the 25-mile 
event from start to finish and only 
fellow Harley-Davidson factory rider 
Rex Beauchamp was able to keep him in 
sight. 

Beauchamp, who won a non-national 
race on the one mile-plus track in June, 
set fast Expert qualifying time with a 
38.59 second lap. Sehl and Gary Scott 
set second and third fastest times to join 
Beauchamp as pole position hole 
holders for the three Expert heats. 

Beauchamp ran away with the first 
heat after a battle with Chuck Palmgren. 
Palmgren had unloaded in practice after 
officials had moved tires out onto. the 
groove; he had done a super job to 
repair the bike for the heat only to have 
a spark plug blow out while dueling 
with Beauchamp. 

Dave Sehl won the second heat but 
the real race was for second as Eddie 
Mulder and Gene Romero took turns 
drafting one another down the straights. 
Mulder and Romero went one up on the 
normal drafting procedure as first one 
and then the other would reach over 
and grab a hand full of leather and pull

Rayborn had fought most of the race 
but Dave Sehl’s younger brother, Doug, 
slipped between Keith and Cal on the 
last lap to take seventh.

themselves by. Mulder took the second 
spot at the end of the 10 laps with 
Romero taking third ahead of Frank

The third and final heat saw Gary 
Scott and Mark Brelsford put on a 
furious duel for first. Brelsford and 
Scott had entered the day’s program 
with the pressure of the national 
number one plate on their heads. Mark 
had a substantial lead in points over 
Scott and needed only a handful of 
points to clinch it. Scott knowing he 
had to finish well to hold onto his slim 
mathematical change pressured 
Brelsford from the start and got the lead 
when Mark when wide in turn one on 
the sixth lap.

Dick Mann chose the outside pole for 
the Expert Semi that saw Dixie's Jimmy 
Maness lead the first lap with Dick 
Mann, Gary Nixon and Bart Markel 
close behind. Bugs took the lead on the 
second lap only to drop out of the race 
on lap four after his wiring connector 
vibrated apart. Laps four through ten 
produced the heaviest racing of the day 
as Maness, Markel, Nixon, Kenny 
Roberts and John Hately passed and 
repassed one another. Roberts finally 
put it all tegether to take the win with 
Maness, Hately and Markel taking the 
next three spots to transfer to the Main. 

Beauchamp, on the pole by virtue of 
his fast heat time of 6.29 elected the 
outside pole for the 25 lap main. 

Dave Sehl grabbed the lead in turn 
one with Brelsford and Beauchamp 
fighting for second directly behind him. 
As the field came by the start/finish line 
at the end of the second lap it was 
apparent that Brelsford’s face shield was 
coated with more than the normal red 
Georgia dirt and ‘Mark backed 
completely off the pace in turn two. A 
small crack in Sehls oil tank was 
Brelsford’s downfall. He rejoined the 
race but had lost over a lap and while 
waiting saw that Gary Scott had put a 
firm hold on third place. 

Sehl continued to stretch his lead 
over runnerup Beauchamp who had 
opened up a similar lead over Scott. 
Castro and Mulder were running wheel 
to wheel behind Scott and on the tenth 
lap Castro moved up to challenge Scott. 

The Scott-Castro duel for third 
continued until Gary: slowed on the 
nineteenth lap with a sour engine. Scott 
continued to run but began losing 
positions as first Mulder and then 
Lawwill got by. Scott saw his chance to 
stay in the points battle completely 
disappear when he dropped out on the 
white flag lap. 

Sehl took the checkered flag with a 
straightaway lead over Beauchamp, and 
Castro took the show position a similar 
distance behind Rex with Eddie Mulder 
taking fourth to turn in his best 
performance since the season opener in 
Houston. 

Mert Lawwill copped the fifth spot 
ahead of Keith Uliciki. Ulicki and Cal 


checkered and had started to lap slower 
riders on the white flag lap. Mahlon 
Turner took third over Bob Bellino. 

The Final Junior heat was the most 
heated as Jim Houston, Fred Smith, 
Rob Trammel and Wayne Bell raced 
wheel to wheel. Houston took the lead 
on the seventh leap after Smith slipped 
off the groove in turn one and held on 
for the win. 

The 14 lap Junior Main started off as 
a three row affair as Smith, Gardner, 
Trammell, Rawls and Turner were ail 
caught jumping the flag and were moved 
back to the penalty line. Brelsford, on 
the pole as a result of having fast heat 
time, and field raced into turn one side 
by side and stayed on each other, with 
Brelsford leading laps one through five. 

On the sixth lap Field passed Scott 
on the back straight. Brelsford got him 
going back into turn two, only to go 
high in three and four, giving the lead 
back to Field. Brelsford took the lead 
for good on lap eight and held on to it 
to the end. Field finished seconds down 
ahead of Steve Gardner who édged out 
Ted Poovey after a race long dice. 

The Atlanta Mile win was Scott 
Brelsford’s sixth Junior National win of 
a year that saw the Brelsfords finish on 
top of their respective classes.

for Rudy Ramos on his Sportcycle 
Corral of Dublin Kawasaki 750. Ramos’ 
desire to be first to the first corner kept 
him clear, narrowly, of a phalanx of 
crashing three cylinder motorcycles. 
How it started is not quite certain, as 
this correspondent was too busy trying 
to find something to hide behind. 
Nevertheless the end result put two 750 
Kawasakis and a 500 out of the race and 
into the “crash fetcher”. The other 
really notable performance was by 
Dick Fuller on a 350 Yamaha who 
finished first in class and third overall. 

Fuller came back out of the same 
350 Yamaha to win the 
Superstreet/Thumper class, pursued by 
the Crossman brothers, John and Bob, 


500 Suzuki and 350 Yamaha 
respectively. 
The sidecar class was especially 


exciting with close competition between 
Hummer and Gulbransen on a 
Harley-Davidson, McNeil and Crabb on 
a Honda, and father and son Bravermans 
on (in?) a 750 Kawasaki. The early 
leaders were the Honda crew, but on lap 
two the Bravermans squeaked by. 
Meanwhile Hummer and Gulbransen 
were closing quickly and soon were 
dogging the Kawasaki. In the end the 
experience of Hummer and Gulbransen 
showed as they pushed Braverman until 
he slipped. They moved by, and slowly 
built up a substantial lead. McNeal and 
Crabb who had been following at a safe 
distance, got back by the Kawasaki and 
were second to the checkered flag. 

After a brief dice with Reg Pridmore, 
Pat Evans won the hooligans race and a 
whopping $17. Maybe that will help 
him support all those motorcycles. 
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Action’s ace drag racer smokes off the line at OCIR. 


The staging lights blinked and then, 
one by one, the yellow lights of the 
“Christmas tree” came on down the 
pole. I’m no drag racer, and, when it got 
close to to time to be on my way, I 
began slipping the clutch on my 500cc 
H1-R Kawasaki road racer. I red lighted, 
but it didn’t matter since we were just 
playing at Orange County 
International’s drag strip. 

A moment after I.got away, I heard 
the incredible bellow of the Action 
Fours Honda 500 and Steve 
McLaughlin, no drag racer himself, 
pulled up along side of me and then 
slightly in front. We ran through the 
quarter that way, with him in front. 
However, we didn’t shut off when the 
end of the quarter-mile came by. 
Through the top of fourth on the H1-R 
we were even. Then the streamlining on 
my racer began to make itself felt,and 
slowly, every so slowly,-I was able to 
catch and finally pass McLaughlin and 
the howling Action.500. 

It was very impressive when a stock 
appearing Honda (with a weight close to 
the showroom figure) can deal with a

factory built two-stroke road racer of 
the same displacement like that Honda 
just had. I was still muttering to myself 
when we hit the back section of the 
course, 

Steve let me go first then slipped up 
beside me, looked over for a moment, 
and then walked away. There are a lot 
of nipples back there, and the Honda 
didn’t seem disturbed in the least. I 
knew that Steve could dust me off even 
if he was riding a 125, but in this case 
the Honda was helping him. I would see 
when I got my chance to ride it. 

I had gotten involved in this thing 
when Steve called me up one day and 
asked if I would like to ride the Action 
Fours Honda 500 that he has employed 
to mop up local road racing. My reply 
was a quick affirmative. Action Fours 
has done a number on drag racing; taken 
six current NHRA records and retired 
one. In a previous issue we looked at 
their dragsters, but I’m a road racer and 
was naturally more interested in that 
end of Action, 

They have developed two Honda 
fours: a 500 based on the street 
machine and an all-out formula 750 
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and improves cooling. 


contender for the AMA National road 
race. 

The one that is more prominent at 
the moment is the 500. It has won the 
most races and it is also the one that is 
closest to what the average Honda 
owner can buy. Almost all of the parts 
are sold by Action. Of those that they 
don’t sell themselves, the parts that are 
of consequence are available from other 
suppliers. 

The most obvious visible change to 
the 500 is the headers and megaphone. 
Both are Action Fours production 
items. Strange as it may sound at first, 
the Action exhaust systems aren't 
designed to give maximum power. 
“They have to fit on the motorcycle” 
said Jim Dickinson, one of the Action 
Fours wizards. What he means is that a 
lot of four-into-one systems emerge 
from the motorcycle at all sorts of odd 
angles and make it virtually impossible 
to corner the machine. In fact, there is 
one set of headers which are alleged to 
be useable as a side stand. The Action 
units boost power and ground clearance. 

Other visible changes include a 
19-inch rear rim for even more ground 





One special item being tried on the 500 is an extra large sump. It increases the oil cap: 


clearance, a Kawasaki A-7 steering 
damper, road racing tires (or, 
occasionally, a drag slick), Koni rear 
shocks, and a set of Honda CB-77 
carburetors (three rights and a left.) The 
only item that would pose even a slight 
problem for the home builder is the 
carbs. It takes several hours of labor to 
install them, but it is unskilled labor and 
only requires simple tools. 

What’s in the engine is avilable from 
or through Action Fours, and the 
transformation from mild-mannered 
tourer to Action Fours superbike takes 
place deep in the engine’s innards. The 
rocker arms are lightened. and a Kenny 


“Harman cam and valve springs are 


installed. The head has been reworked 
and polished by Branch Flowmetrics. 
The Action Fours people have nothing 
but praise for Branch with whom they 
have worked closely. The pistons are 
Action products. All their pistons are 
matched to within one gram. 

The result is quite startling, as I 
found out when I got to ride the 500. 
The machine simply flies down the 
road. My first instinct was to wind it up 
and slip the clutch. That isn’t the way 














that it is done, although the Barnett 
clutch doesn't mind it. The machine 
pulls strongly from low RPM right up to 
about 12 grand. The transmission is the 
stock five speed although a Yoshimura 
six speed is being considered. A 
surprising thing about the machine is 
that, with all that power, it still handles 
very well. 

Another surprise is that it is very 
reliable. We spent the whole day 
flogging the bejeesus out of it and it 
never whimpered. It was run through 
the quarter by no less than four 
different people and each one felt it 
necessary to put at least a dozen runs on 
it. Among the riders was Bob 
Braverman, publisher/editor of “Cycle 
Guide” magazine. After everyone had 
burnt the machine through the quarter 
to their heart’s content, Braverman did 
quite a few laps of Orange County’s 
road course. On one lap he got into the 
first turn a tad too hot and the machine 
ate a bit of dirt. It just kept running 
without protest for the rest of the day. 
All this was done after the bike already 
had been through several hard racing 
weekends, mind you. 

Without. the megaphone it would be 
a mind-boggling street machine. If the 
owner is interested in still more 
performance there are big bore kits 
available from Action Fours that will 
give 570cc to tame. Still, in its first run 
through the quarter after its intial 
assembly, and with stock carbs the 
machine ran a 12.4 at 107 MPH. Since 
then, times have dropped into the 11’s 
which is quite startling for a machine 
that anyone can own and maintain. 

Maybe that doesn’t wiggle your 
needle. (Maybe your needle is broken.) 
Maybe you, like Jim Dickinson, aren’t 
impressed by the 500 or its design. (His 
partner, Bill Hahne, likes the 500 pretty 
well, however.) Well, Action will boggle 
the mind with the 750 as well. They 
make a street-oriented package, a lot 
like the one.on the 500 for the 750, but 
they have a 750 that is one step beyond. 

In the Expert race at Laguna Seca, 
the Action Fours 750 ridden by Steve 
McLaughlin came from 47th to sixth 
place and then broke a primary chain. 
“We knew that the chain needed 
replacement, but they were back 
ordered,” said Bill. Even so, the speed 
and the sound (You should have heard 
that machine!) impressed everyone in

attendance and certainly had more 
spectator appeal than anything on the 
track. Now it is being prepared for 
Ontario. 

I asked if the 750 could really survive 
a long race. “Cam chain life and 
tensioning no longer appear to be a 
problem,” said Bill. “If we have 
problems they will be new ones,” 

The engine at Laguna Seca was 
basically a stock one for reliability 
reasons, but there was at least one 
exotic feature: Weber carbs. “The 


Webers were shaking up everyone,” said

Part of the credit for the success of 
the Action Fours Hondas is their rider, 
Steve McLaughlin. Even the best 
prepared Hondas are still heavy and high 
and hard to ride, but McLaughlin, a 
really good (and often underrated) road 
racer, makes it look easy. He has the 
ability to deal with anyone on the 
pavement and make his presence felt. 

At Ontario, the Action-McLaughlin 
team will be one of the strongest 
“private” entries going, and after that, 
there is more. When I dropped into their

shop at 2621 South Main Street in 
Santa Ana I was aboard a Kawasaki 900 
Four.

Mosley Leaks;

KLAMATH FALLS, ORE., Sept. 3, 
1972 — An estimated 2,000 to 2,500 
people watch the sage and sand looking 
for that cloud of dust. Suddenly they 
see it, is it a wind devil? Is it a 
roadrunner? No, it's Ken Habeck 
coming across the finish line to win the 
Fourth Annual K.B.M.A. 100-mile 
cross-country race. 

Ken has won this event three years in 
a row which means he takes home a 
6’6” trophy for first overall. Ken proved 
the experts wrong when they said no 
one could win it three years running. 

The race this year was a two-man 
race, Ken Habeck and 17 year-old Don 
Mosley from Hines, Oregon. Last year 
Don was ahead of Ken through the first 
lap until he blew up his machine. This 
year, Don was out for bear. There were 
four checkpoints each with radio 
communication which went back to the 
start/finish line. As K.B.M.A. officials 
heard who was through the checkpoints, 
they would relay the information on to 
the spectators. 

Ken got off to a good start and was 
in the lead at the first checkpoint. At 
the second check, Robert Strobel from 
Eugene was first, Ken second and Don 
Mosely third. Everyone knew this was 
going to be a hard race for first. At the 
third checkpoint, which was also the gas 
stop halfway around the 50 mile course, 
Strobel was still in the lead with Ken 
and Don still close. At four, which was 
the last checkpoint until they came into 
the finish, Don Mosley was in the lead 
with Ken second and Robert was out of 
the race.

What makes a rider come all the way 
from Reno, Nevada; Dillon Cycle Shop 
in Caldwell, Idaho; Seattle, Wash.; San 
Rafael and Santa Cruz; all over Oregon. 
They travel 10 to 12 hours to run 100 
miles in sand, sagebrush, rocks and 
wind; blowing dirt everywhere? After 
the race, it’s the same thing, 10 to 12 
hours home with aches and pains, but 
they keep coming back year after year. 

The course this year was basically the 
same but with a rock patch taken out 
and a rock canyon put in. Off the 
starting line, it was much sand and 
sagebrush. It then went into rocks up a 
hill and then down into a rock canyon. 

I guess it must be nice being able to 
say, “I finished this course”. Take, for 
example, John English from Klamath 
Falls, Oregon. He went approximately 
two miles on the course and did an 
end-over-end, his bike was out of 
contention so he borrowed another 
250cc and took off 40 minutes behind 
the pack. He passed a lot of bikes but 
never got close enough to win a trophy. 
After the race, John smiled and said,

K.B.M.A. officials are always on the 
alert to make the course safer for the 
racers. There were two airplanes to 
transfer any injured riders to Bend, Ore.

These planes also has spotters who 
observed any bikes and riders broken 
down or hurt on the course. Then, they 
went in trucks to where they had 
spotted the downed bikes. 

By 9:00 p.m., 11 hours after the 
race, all bikes and riders were in and 
accounted for. At each checkpoint, 
there was constant radio 
communication, first aid kits, air splints, 
stretchers, water and at the start/finish 
line, lemons for any rider who wanted 
it. The day before, the club’ gave out 
salt tablets to the riders. At the 
Christmas Valley 100, the rider comes 
first.

DIXON, CAL., Sept. 3, 1972 — “Go 
jump in the lake!” is exactly what Gene 
“SULLY” Sullivan did this last Sunday 
at Dixon, aboard his so-called 
Hydrocycle I. Although Sullivan did 
perform a stunt, it wasn’t exactly what 
had been precisely engineered on paper. 

According to the info sheet being 
passed around all morning, Gene 
Sullivan from Novato, Calif., a stuntman 
who had learned some of his trade from 
that famous other guy that does jumps, 
was all set to take his big 500cc bike 
fitted with special-built water skis, 
powered by JATO bottles, up a 67 foot 
wooden ramp, with an exit angle of 
about thirty degrees, out over and thru 
the flames of a burning barge, floating 
upon the waters of a lake, touching 
down upon the waters of the lake, 
activating the jets, and then waterski to 
the opposite side of the lake. At 80 
miles per hour. FFO! 

At 3:00 p.m., just as the info sheet 
had promised, Gene warmed up the 
crowd by performing some wheelies on 
his other Triumph brought along for the 
occasion. And then the great 
experiment began. Charging down the 
dust ridden approach to the launch 
ramp and up it at 80 mph, the blurred 
flash of the rider and bike was 
suspended for an instant at the end of 
the ramp, as the cameras of a myriad of 
photographers clicked away, recording 
the moment forever on silver and 
gelatin.

In Defense of Freedom === ;:,).<. 


Within the context of twentieth 
century American government exactly 
three things are necessary to eliminate 
any given freedom: a power base, one or 
a few dogged legislators, and a suitable 
slogan. 2 

The power base is some formal or 
informal group: that thinks it will gain 
by surpressing the freedom of others, 
and its function is to agitate for the 
legislation propsed to do this, Some 
power bases are economic in origin — a 
corporation, an entire industry, a group 
of employees, a type of specialist, etc. — 
and such groups always seek exactly the 
same thing: monopoly. Whenever an 
economic group feels that it is not 
getting as much income as it thinks it 
deserves, under conditions of voluntary 
buying and voluntary selling, it becomes 
interested in putting an end to the 
economic freedom of its customers and 
suppliers, forcing them to do business 
on its own terms. 

The other main kind of power base is 
what might be called an authoritarian 
group; these are less interested in 
coercion as a means towards some 


rational, objective goal like economic 


However, doesn’t the incident prove 
one thing, that motorcycle people are 
great people? Instead of either 
destroying Gene’s card or shipping it 
back to Ohio, Jim took the time to send 
it on to Gene.

Now that the Ascot Half Mile 
Championship has been changed to a 
day race instead of a night one to 
accommodate the Wide World of Sports 
people -there’s a bit of unrest amongst 
the troops. Although the Ascot surface 
is excellent, daytime races, especially 


exploitation, and are more interested in 
coercion as a means towards the 
irrational and subjective goal of control 
for the sake of control, and little else. 
Whereas an economic power base is 
motivated chiefly by greed and sloth, an 
authoritarian power base normally 
depends on pride (called 
“humanitarianism”), on envy (called 
“moral outrage”), or on neurotic 
insecurity (called “‘concern’’). 

The dogged legislators have a simple 
task: to introduce and re-introduce the 
same repressive legislation until some 
day, by statistical coincidence, they gain 
a majority for their bills. Typically, 
some spectacular, newsworthy incident 
will coalesce public opinion just long 
enough to pass a bill, and the legislator’s 
job is to assure that there is always a bill 
in the hopper, ready to exploit such a 
propitious moment. Once this bill 
becomes law, the legislator immediately 
introduced a follow-on bill to tighten up 
on what freedoms remain. 

By far the best way to eradicate 
freedoms is to arrange things so the 
victims don’t hear a murmer until the 
act has been accomplished. But this is

half-miles, are totally different from 
what the night surface is. I'll bet my 
helmet some of the boys wish they had 
a nice healthy Goldstar to run as 
traction becomes all important and the 
big twins will have troulbe keeping it on 
the ground when the surface gets like 
asphalt. One of the greatest races I’ve 
ever seen took place at the Ascot 
National the year that Gary Nixon went 
out to win the Number One over the 
late Fred Nix. Mert Lawwill won the 
race but it was Nixon beating Nix to 
give him the slim edge for the title. 
Tremendous racing! 

Like to bet you went a little bit nuts 
like we did in this family trying to listen 
to the Ontario 500 and Talladega at the 
same time. Friends were riding 
Talladega and acquaintances at the Big 
O; so what to do? Two radios going, 
plus the telly for the Olympics. 

Bryan Farnsworth was his usual calm 
self at Talladega, in full control of his 
voice. There was Jerry Grant at Ontario 
and Mert Lawwill both having complete 
disapointments at approximately the 
same time with Jerry’s car going out on

hard to do in a democracy, so a great 
burden falls upon the slogan. Its job is 
to disarm the victims. The victims must 
be disarmed intellectually, emotionally, 
morally, philosophically and, in the end, 
politically. In some societies 
sloganeering is especially easy because 
the entire population has been long 
adapted to reflex approval of certain 
universal “slogans. In Sweden, Roland 
Huntford tells us in his recent book on 
that land, any measure can be passed by 
labelling it “progressive” and claiming 
that it promotes “security” ` and 
“equality”. In \the American States, 
unfortunately, the truly universal 
slogans are negative, not positive. 
Gut-words like “exploitation”, “racist”, 
“scab” and “anti-semitic” are powerful 
weapons with which to attack your 
opponents, but do little to help you 
enact your won constructive program of 
legislation. This American anomaly 
requires each power base to devise its 
own unique positive slogan with which 
to support its proposals. 

A few examples may clarify this 
rather curious situation. Nobody 
supports ‘‘socialized medicine” 
(“socialism” being one of the universal 
no-no words), but everybody approves 
of “Medicare”. A proposal for a 
“communications monopoly” would 
never get off the ground, but “Comsat” 
easily did. The Agency for International 
Development, AID, would never have 
been created had it been proposed 
under the name of the Regional 
Opportunity Board, ROB. What original 
advocate of Aid to Dependent Children, 
ADC, would have been so insane as to 
name his program Subsidization of 
Bastardry ? 

An important current example of 
such sloganeering is “no-fault 
insurance”, perhaps the most brilliant 
contrivence of the insurance industry 
since that original, insuperable act of 
stupendous genius that changed the 
name of death insurance to “life 
insurance”. Nobody finds it curious that 
we buy theft, fire, flood, collision, and 
earthquake insurance to insure against 
theft, fire and the rest, but we do not 
but “life” or “no fault” insurance to 
gain financial protection against those 
exigencies. 5 

The power base behind NFI consists 
of insurance carriers who are not at all 
interested in selling their product on a 
voluntary basis. This power base has 
legislative legionnaires manning outposts 
in all state and federal law-making 
bodies, Everything hinges on the slogan, 
and the main purpose of the slogan 
“no-fault insurance” is to disarm the 


victims by directing their attention 
away from the central issues. Costs and 
delays of litigation, overcroweded 
courts, inequitable jury awards...these 
are all insignificant details in 
comparison with the main issue: 
coercion. 


After the concept of legal liability 
for injuries caused to another has been 
thrown out, as it will be wholly or 
nearly under NFI, automobile insurance 
becomes indistinguishable from, say, 
fire insurance: you but it and pay for it 
to protect, financially, against losses 
arising from damage to your person or 
to your property. This is no basic 
difference between legally compelling a 
driver to insure his car — or motorcycle 
— against damage, and legally 
compelling a storekeeper to buy 
shoplifting insurance, a homeowner to 
buy flood insurance, or a factory-owner 
to buy fire insurance. 
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cleverly-orchestratéd "slogan “no-fault

insurance” is deflecting nearly all the 
victims from this key issue. By 
appealing to short-sighted greed and to 
the secret, immoral yearning to evade 
responsibility for one’s actions, NFI 
promises Non-responsibility for Injury. 
Even a usually perspicacious 
commentator like Frank Conner, in the 
July issue of Cycle, allows himself to be 
diverted into a jungle of irrelevant 
items, like how much NFI would cost 
motorcyclists, and ends up minimizing 
the point that motorcyclists are being 
legally compelled to buy insurance. This 
is exactly as if the footwear industry got 
a law passed to legally compel every 
man, woman and child to buy a certain 
number of pairs of shoes each year. 


As long as automotive insurance 
operated under the 1443-year-old 
tradition of civil law stemming from the 
Code of Emperor Justinian there was a 
plausible excuse for legally compelling 
people to buy insurance, liability 
insurance, so that they would be able to 
pay a judgment issued against them for 
injuries they caused. Such provisions 
strengthen personal responsibility, and 
help to assure that a person can be 
effectively held financially accountable 
when he is morally and legally 
accountable. Take away the notion of 
accountability, and there is no 
difference between forcing you to buy 
insurance on your Honda, or on your 
home, your horse, or your hi-fi. 

Allow me to predict what will 
happen when Non-responsibility for 
Injury becomes universal. There will 
emerge, slowly at first, then more 
rapidly, a growing awareness of 
automotive games, like buying a $50 
junker, fixing it up so it will just run, 
and then sideswiping a line of parked 
cars to see how many you can graunch 
in a single pass. At first everybody will 
be amused by this sort of thing, and will 
happily turn to their insurance 
companies for the costs of repairing 
their damaged cars. But premiums will 
soon mount and there will be growing 
“concern” from both drivers and 
insurance carriers that Something Must 
Be Done. Civil liability having been cast 
aside, what will happen is a 
strengthening of criminal laws so that 
what are now accidents — lacking malice 
and pre-meditation and intent to do 
harm — will become crimes. What are 
now handled as civil injuries against 
another person will come to be handled 
as criminal offenses against the state. 

Auto drivers now know that they can 
pretty well evade criminal charges by 
claiming, “I didn’t see him”, when they 
deliberately pull out in front of, or turn 
left in front of, or crowd off the road an 
oncoming motorcycle. The one thing 
they are likely to be stayed by is the 
possibility of a large civil damage suit 
against them, which could cause loss of 
their liability insurance, or a great hike 
in its cost. With this possibility removed 
by Non-responsibility for Injury, 
motorcyclists will become fair game. 
The most probable response of the 
government will be to outlaw 
motorcycling on the grounds that it is 
too unsafe, 

It will, of course, become absolutely 
impossible to park a motorcycle 
between two parked cars. The car driver 
will know that there is absolutely 
nothing to stop him from smashing into 
or knocking over the parked bike with 
tank-like, federally-required ‘safety 
bumpers”. Why should I go to all the 
trouble of cutting back-and-forth to get 
ek ae ee

U.S. Grand Prix 


On September 19, 1971, the first 
United States Motocross Grand Prix at 
Carlsbad, Ca., was filmed by ABC-TV’s 
Wide World of Sports and was to shake 
many people who thought there were 
only three sports in America: football, 
baseball and horse racing. ABC is to be 
congratulated on their progressive 
policy and their foresight in capitalizing 
on the fact that there are millions of 
people throughout America who are just 
not interested in the three “major” 
sports. 

The national statistics predict that by 
1975 one in every seven households in 
the U.S. will have at least one 
motorcycle and ABC’s viewing figures 
certainly bear this trend out. When the 
spectacular 33 minute film, provided by 
the 30 man crew, was aired on January 
15, this year, TV sets across the country 
were switched on in gratifying 
abundance which more than justified 
ABC’s decision to film the event and 
our confidence in it’s popularity. 

ABC’s average audience for a Wide 
World of Sports show from October to 
June was 6,520,000. The Nielson ratings 
for January 15, show an audience of 
9,560,000. An incredible increase of 
nearly 50%. This was enough to 
persuade ABC to screen the show again 
on July 8 and although Neilson figures 
are not available, it is safe to say that 
the show had an audiénce of nearly 
17,000,000 people. 

One experienced journalist, on seeing 
the 21,000 spectators at last year’s 
event, referred to it as “Carlsbad — 
Motorcycling’s answer to Woodstock.” 
With riders from 10 countries 
competing this year we expect the Hang 
Ten United States Grand Prix to attract 
nearly 40,000 people to enjoy 
themselves under the sun at Carlsbad. 

Watch out for the United States 
Grand Prix at Carlsbad, California, on 
November 5. This year sponsored by 
Hang Ten International, the renowed 
manufacturers of famous sports clothes 
and recognized by the little pair of feet, 
their famous trade-mark. Hang Ten will 
be associated with this event for the 
next five years because as they put it, 
“We at Hang Ten wish to identify with 
our market and support things which 
are popular with our customers. We feel 
motocross is one of these sports — 
besides it’s fun, isn’t it?”

push that damn bike out of the way 
without getting a scratch on my 
Wildebeest V-9? So the bike gets bent a 
little. So what? His insurance will pay 
for it. 

Motorcyclists have allowed 
themselves to be isolated from other 
road-users by special licensing and 
equipment requirements. What we 
should now demand is the same 
protection afforded pedestrians. A 
motorcyclist will lose in a collision with 
a car just as surely as a pedestrian will 
lose. This no more proves that 
motorcycling is unsafe than it proves 
walking is unsafe. What it does prove is 
that the drivers of modern armored 
safety cars should bear the same liability 
towards a cyclist they have injured as 
towards a pedestrian they have injured. 
We should not be on the defense, as Mr. 
Frank Connor seems to be...we should 
be on the offense.

his two passengers started for the desert 
and near the Magnolia Strret off-ramp in 
Riverside the pickup started sputtering 
and lurching and finally quit altogether. 
Ingenious Tom got out and soon located 
a faulty fuel. pump as the source of 
trouble. 

Tom took the tire pump, wrapped 
the hose with rags and stuffed it 
securely into the filler hole of the 
truck’s gas tank. One unhappy member 
of the crew sat on.one of the bikes and 
pumped like mad, forcing air into the 
fuel tank which displaced the gasoline, 
forcing it into the carburetor. 

When the pumper, exhausted, 
stopped to catch his breath the truck 
would sputter, causing Tom to bellow, 
“Keep pumping, we’re dying!” 

Three hours and 13 miles later they 
came upon an all night wrecking 
yard/auto parts store and were able to 
scrounge a used fuel pump from one of 
the wrecks.

Hot Tips 

1) Look where you are going. 
Deceptively simple, isn’t it? But take 
the case of the Novice Stiff-Arm 
Syndrome. I am standing near the 
course taking, pictures. I look up and a 
terrified Novice is headed straight for 
me, his eyes as big as sewer lids. He 
knows he is going to run over me and 
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there is nothing he can do to prevent it. 
I look him right in the eye and point to 
the left. The Novice veers in the 
direction I am pointing. 

2) The Big Rock. How many times 
have you run smack into the biggest 
rock in the world because you simply 
could not turn the bike? Do you know 
why you hit the rock? Because you 
were looking at it. For sure. Next time 
you see something like that heading for 
you, just look at something else. You 
will be amazed to discover that your 
motorcycle will take you right where 
you are looking. 

3) Once you are able to avoid most 
of the things you don’t want to hit, you 
can carry the trick one step further and 
start looking at where you do want to 
go. Aim your body and the bike will 
take you there. 

Check Chase is just a couple a weeks 
away. This is one of the best races of 
the season, but it does present 
problems. You will need at least three 
pit crews for this 170 mile cross-country 
event. If possible, get several riders 
together to share the pits. That will cut 
down on the congestion in the pit areas. 
Also be sure to get your crews together 
before the race and go over the maps, 
decide what the crew should do if 
somebody doesn’t show up, designate a 
meeting place if you miss each other. Be 
sure to carry water and matches. 

A few minutes spent in preparation 
can prevent hours of frustration and 
eliminate the grim prospect of being 
without water or spending the night in 
the desert without a fire.

Ann Landers is on the rampage again.

LESS SOUND, MORE TALK 


WASHINGTON, DC, Sept. 5, 1972 — 
The Motorcycle Industry Council’s 
Technical Standards Committee is now 
studying the capability of the industry 
to lower noise levels by two decibels by 
1975. 

These new sound levels for 
motorcycles are lower than those 
previously adopted by the Council; 
however, MIC specifically recommends 
that regulations requiring lower sound 
emission levels than those that are 
self-imposed not be established because 
the possibility of implementation is 
questionable at this time. 

James B. Potter, Jr., Executive 
Director of MIC, said that in principle 
the Council will not oppose state 
legislation which establishes operational 
noise levels if those levels are in basic 
agreement with the ones established at 
the Federal level for the manufacture 
and sale of motorcycles. 

Potter also stated that the 
Motorcycle Industry Council will 
support and assist the involved Federal 
agency in promulgating sound level 
regulation for motorcycles to establish a 
system of testing, ` approval and 
certification under certain prescribed 
test procedures. 


world’s Richest Motorcycle Race 
Slated for Ontario Motor 
Speedway 

Indy cars give way to motorcycles at 
Ontario Motor Speedway Sept. 27 
through Oct. 1 for the Champion Spark 
Plug Motorcycle Classics, featuring the 
richest and longest motorcycle race in 
the world. 

The Classics, a total of five races, 
culminates with the Champion Spark 
Plug Motorcycle, Classic, a two-heat, 
250-mile Expert race over Ontario’s 
challenging 3.2-mile road course, 
Sunday, Oct. 1. The Classic is the only 
two-heat motorcycle race in the United 
States, and is the only one to-exceed 
200 miles in distance. 

The guaranteed purse for the race is 
$53,100 and added contingency awards 
are expected to swell the total purse to 
more than $100,000. 

Also scheduled for the Classics is a 
combined “‘lightweight”’ race for Expert 
and Junior riders (Saturday, Sept. 30); a 
Junior race and a Novice race (both 
Friday, Sept. 29); and a motocross 
(Saturday, Sept. 30). All but the 
motocross will be run on the road 
course and all events are sanctioned by 
the American Motorcycle Association. 

Richard D. Kudner, a Champion vice 
president, said, “We believe the Classics 
is motorcycle racing’s biggest event, 
with more prize money available for 
competitors than any other. And 
because the Classics is split into two 
heats, it will be like two individual races 
for the Ontario fans.” 

In an earlier statement, Russell 
March, executive director of the AMA 
said, “We are pleased that Champion is 
sponsoring this final event in AMA’s 
National Championship series. 
Industry’s support of professional 
motorcycle racing is important to the 
growth of the sport. 

“While this particular race has been 
run only once — last year — it’s already 
becoming one of the most popular of 
the championship series with our riders. 
The competition in the inaugural Classic 
couldn’t have been closer, and we 
expect this year’s race to be every bit as 
exciting,” he said. 

There will be a 45 minute break 
between the two 125-mile heats of the 
Classic. Points will be awarded on an 
“inverted” basis to riders finishing a 
heat. A heat winner will receive one 
point, second will receive two points, 
third three points, and so on. At the 
completion of both heats, the rider with 
the least number of points earned in the 
two heats will be named the overall 
Classic winner. In the event of a tie, the 


rider with the best second: heat 
performance will be declared the 
winner. 


The general feeling I get from this 
lady in shiny white armor, nestled in her 
Walpolian ivory tower (Which, 
evidently, she is trapped in.) is that 
motorcycles are sure death if you get on 
one.

A fall from a 
bike leaves a scar and her lilly white skin 
couldn’t stand that, I’m sure. 

At any rate, the thing I believe she is 
missing is that the people that ride 
bikes, or do a lot of other things related 
to freedom, are just a cut different from 
her and the thing that people don’t get 
is that she seems to have people on her 
side because the people that write to her 
are the ones that are trapped inside and 
do not have the freedom the people 
who ride, bike, hike, or a myriad of 
other things, do. Most of her mail has to 
be lonely type stuff and the caliber of 
people that ride motorcycles are usually 
never alone or cooped up inside with 
their own problems. 

This thing of freedom may well spell 
the key to why so many people buy 


motorcycles. The latest advertising 
gimmick by Yamaha is the getaway idea 
with lots of wide open spaces to ride 
your Yamaha. The idea of many bike 
types is that you can go to your garage, 
jump on and ride to the hills or 
playgrounds with the air of freedom 
specifically designed for those of that 
temperament. 

The freedom kick is the greatest but 
the thing that gripes the outside people 
who don’t like bikes is just that. They 
are trapped while those dirty bikers just 
get away from it all on a motor. The 
unhappy side affects are that too many 
of these souls do not prepare themselves 
for their freedom, Too many don’t wish 
to wear helmets and appropriate 
clothing. g 

The likes of Ann Landers and Dear 
Abby are just laying in the weeds 
waiting for them to make a mistake so 
as to lay waste to their misfortune in 
column inches across the land. 

Now comes the killer as far as I’m 
concerned. The talk of death and 
destruction caused by bikes is all a 
matter of who is doing the talking. 
Whether Ann and her fans can ever get 
out of their ivory towers or not is of 
little concern to the total populace. 
When they pick on one small part of 
society, the “minority complex” 
syndrome enters. The old 
Stop-motorcyclists from-killing- 
themselves come in the form of Helmet 
laws, no fault insurance, where it could 
cost over $2,000 for a year’s insurance, 
strict land use control where you can’t 


‘ride your bike. The idea of saving the 


motorcyclist from himself is rotten to 
the core. Why so? ` ; 

If the law says I must wear a helmet 
when riding my motorcycle, why not 
the bicyclist? A recent state survey 
reported that bicycle injuries increased 
63% so far this year. That is both 
fatalities and injuries. Motorcycles are 
actually showing a decline in percentage 
numbers of injuries per bike rider. 

For the matter of helmets, how 
about the driver of each and every car? 
The element of danger is just as 
prevalent as to the motorcyclist and the 
bicyclist. An undraped head falling from 
a bike is apt to be hurt and an undraped 
head rattling around inside a car that is 
flipping is apt to get hurt. Why even 
stop there? How about leathers being 
mandatory for all riders on bikes and 
motors and the car drivers should have 
Nomex fire-resistant clothes, or gloves 
and boots and all the other things that 
our professional racers wear to protect 
themselves. 

Again, it boils down to freedom; the 
actual act of being able to do what you 
want to do. So for the guy that wants to 


ride his DT-1 with tennies and a T-shirt, ` 


that’s his right. If Ann wants to dazzle 


her fans with some gunk on who killed | 


who in the latest motorcycle rampage, 
that seems to be also her right, as it is 
my right to tell her she doesn’t know 
what she’s talking about.
